New York, Nov. 7.—Tammany is 
back in power in New York after the 
greatest show of strength in its his- 
tory. 

John F. Hylan was elected mayor 
yesterday by a plurality of more than 
147,000. In addition, Tammany cap- 
tured every borough presidency, the 
Office of controller, the presidency of 
the board of didermen, re-elected the 
district attorney and made it a clean 
sweep. The vote totals, with 22 dis- 
tricts missing cut of 2,068 early to- 
day were: 


Hylan 293,386. 

Mitchel 148,060. 

Hillquit 138,793. 

Bennet 92,828. 

Fusion leaders ascribed the defeat 
of Mitchel to the fact Bennet was also 
in the contest. 


They declared the Republicans re- 
fused to follow the advice ot their 
leaders to vote for Mitchel and, real- 
izing Bennett had no chance, they 
swung to Hylan as a rebuke to Re- 
publican leaders. 

Hylan’s plurality is the biggest in 
the history of New York politics. Mit- 
chel’s plurality when he was elected 
four years ago was 121,209, a record 
breaker at that time. 

There were wild scenes on Broad- 
way when the returns came in, show- 
ing that the Tigers had been return- 
ed to power. The war lid was tilted 
and almost upset..
